In response to the Office Action mailed on May 8, 2006, please consider the following. 

Claims 33, 45, 39-42, 46, 53-54 and 57-60 are rejected as allegedly unpatentable over 
Hesch in view of Neri. Hesch teaches that BPH has a course parallel with testosterone deficiency 
(see column 1, lines 10-60) and that testosterone based compounds can be used to treat PBH (see 
column 7, lines 35-37). Nowhere does Hesch teach or suggest that BPH can be prevented 
(prophylaxis). Neri also does not teach prevention of BPH, but only treatment and control 
thereof. See column 1, lines 16 and 22-23, and column 2, lines 10-12, 15-16 and 22. Moreover, 
the Office Action also alleges that Neri teaches treatment of BPH. However, claim 33 and its 
dependents are rejected which recite the prophylaxis of BPH. Since neither reference teaches or 
suggests the prophylaxis of BPH, these references do not render the rejected claims obvious. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested.
